— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the gazetted posts in the Indian Railways School of

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Indian

Provided that the Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there 
are special grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rulq. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it Is 
necessary or expedient so to do, It may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons 
or posts- 

7. Interpretation.— If any question arises relating to the Interpretation of these 
rules, it shall be referred to the Central Government who shall decide the same.

Provided that the- maximum age limit, specified In column 7 of the said' 
Schedule for direct recruits may be relaxed In the case of Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons In accordance with the- 
general orders of the Central Government Issued from time to time. 


5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage Is void 
by reason of Its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 


(b) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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0 . Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts- Provided that in relation to any post the recruit- 
ment to which is to be made by the Union Public Service Commission, no such 
order shall be made except after consultation with that Commission.

2. In the Ministry of Commerce, Director (Vigilance) Recruitment Rules, 
1967— 


(a) In rule 1, the words 'Ministry of Commerce’, shall be omitted; 

(b) In the Schedule, for the existing entry against S. No. 11, the following 

entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Transfer on deputation — Officers of 

(I) I.A.S. and Central Services Class I with at least 15 years’ standing as 

such, and 

(II) Selection Grade of the Central Secretariat Service with at least 5 years 

service as such. 

(Period of deputation — ordinarily not exceeding 4 years)”.

G S.R. 2080. — The following draft of rules which the Central Government pro- 
poses to make, In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section 
(2) of section 49 of the Tea Act. 1953 (29 of 1953), and in supersession of the Noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce No. G.S.R. 
1713, dated the 22nd August, 1968, Is hereby published as required by sub-section 
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(1) of the said section for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into con- 
sideration on or after the 15th October, 1909. 

Any objections or suggestions, which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by th* 
Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Tea Board 

(Recruitment and conditions of Service of officers appointed by Government) 
Rules, 1909. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions, — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires; — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953). 

(b) ‘Appointing Authority’ means: — 

(i) the authority empowered to make appointments to the post which the 

officer for the time being holds, or 

(ii) .the authority which appointed the officer to the post which he for 

the time being holds: 

(c) ‘Board’ means the Tea Board established under section 4 of the Act. 

(d) “Government” means the Central Government. 

(e) ‘‘Officer” means the Secretary to the Board or any other officer, drawing 

a salary of rupees one thousand or more per month, appointed by the 
Government under Section 9 of the Act and includes an officer Of the 
Government lent to the Board. 

(f) ‘Pay’ means the pay as defined under the Fundamental Rules and 

Supplementary Rules applicable to the servants of the Government. 

(g) ‘Schedule’ means the Service under the Board. 

(h) ‘Service’ means the Service under the Board. 

3. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of 
the Schedule. 

4. Scales of pay and qualifications.— The scales of pay attached to the different 
posts in the Service and the minimum qualifications required for recruitment 
thereto Shall be as specified in columns 4 and 6 of the Schedule. 

5. Method of recruitment. — The method of recruitment and other matters 
relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 7 and 8 of the Schedule. 

0. Age. — The maximum age limit at the time of selection for direct recruit- 
ment to any of the posts shall be as specified in column 9 of the Schedule: 

Provided that the Government may in its discretion relax the upper age limit 
with reference to any class or category of persons/posts. 

7. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall 'be eligible for 
appointment to any of the posts; and 

(b) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any 
of the posts: 

Provided that the Government may if satisfied that there are special grounds 
for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

8. Seniority.— The seniority of any officer in any grade shall be determined as 
follows, namely: — 

(i) Permanent officers of each grade shall be ranked senior to persons who 
are officiating in that grade; 
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(ii) the relative seniority of all direct recruits shall be determined, by the 

order of merit In which they are selected for such appointment, per- 
sons appointed as a result of an earlier selection being senior to those 
appointed as a result of any subsequent selection: 

Provided that where persons recruited initially on a temporary basis are 
confirmed subsequently in an order different from the order of merit 
indicated at the time of their appointment, their seniority inter-se 
shall follow the order of confirmation and not the original order of 
merit; 

(iii) the relative seniority of direct recruits and of promotees shall be 

determined according to the rotation of vacancies between direct 
recruits and promotees which shall be based on the quotas of 
vacancies reserved for direct recruitment and promotion respectively 
in the Schedule. 

9. Medical Certificate of fitness. — A medical certificate of fitness from a com- 
petent authority shall be required from every person at the time of his entry In 
the service. 

10. Period of Probation.— Every person appointed to a post, by direct recruit- 
ment or by promotion shall be on probation in that post for a period of one year 
with effect from the date of his regular appointment on which he is declared by 
the appointing authority to have commenced probation: 

Provided that the appointing authority may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, extend or reduce the period of probation by such period or periods as it 
deems fit. 

11. Termination of Service or Probation. — (1) The appointing authority may 
terminate the services of any officer appointed to a post by direct recruitment 
or revert without assigning any reason any officer appointed to a post by promo- 
tion to the post held by him before such promotion during or at. the end of 
probation or extended period of probation, if his work or conduct in that post is 
found to (be unsatisfactory. 

(2) If his work and conduct were found to be satisfactory during the period 
probation or extended period of probation, the appointing authority shall, as 
soon as the prescribed period of probation is over or during the extended period 
of probation or after its completion as the case may be, declare that he has com- 
pleted his probation satisfactorily. 

12. Pension benefits. — The pensionary and retirement benefits and other con- 
ditions of service of officers shall be such as may (be prescribed from time to time 
under relevant rules made under the Act. 

13. Other conditions of Service.— The other conditions of service of the mem- 
bers of the service in respect of matters for which no provision is made in these 
rules shall be the same as are for the time being applicable to officers of corres- 
ponding category in service in the Government.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian 
Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), the Central Boilers Board hereby makes the 
following Regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, to 
same having been previously published in the Gazette of India, Part II -Section 3, 
Sub-section (i), dated 19th July, 1969 as G.S.R. 1955, dated 28th June, I960- 
on pages 2163-64, as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of the said Act, 
namely : — 

1. These Regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Fourth Amendment) 
Regulations, 1969. 

t. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, in regulation 534, in clause (a), 
the following shall be added at the end, namely : — 

"The engraving shall be done within a period of two months from the 
date of receipt of the registry number.”

— The following draft of certain Regulations further to amend the 
Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, which the Central Boilers Board proposes to make 
In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 
of hi23), is published as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of the said Act, 
for the Information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
the 31st October, 1969. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Boilers Board. Such objections or suggestions should be addressed to 
the Secretary, Central Boilers Board, Ministry of Industrial Development, 
Internal Trade & Company Affairs (Deptt. of Industrial Development) Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi. 


DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These Regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Amendment) Regula- 
tions, 1989. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
regulations) for sub-regulation (a) of Regulation 545, the following sub-regulation 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(a) The dished end plates of boilers shall be in one piece made from one 
rolled plate- Where this is impracticable owing to large diameter, 
the dished end plate may be made from two plates fusion butt-welded 
together prior to hot forming, provided that the welded joint is 
radiographed after hot forming and a fully representative test plate 
of weld Is examined and tested. The flat end plates may be made 
from two pieces by fusion butt-welding. (See figures XII /l and 
XII/2. Other forms of welded seams may be accepted by the In- 
specting Authority-) In the latter case, the line of welding shall 
be parallel to the horizontal axis of the boiler and shall run through 
the centre line of furnace or furnaces of Lancashire and similar 
types of boilers. In the case of Marine type boilers, the weld shall 
be located preferably between two row s of bar stays or if there is 
only one row of bar stays between this row and the top row of 
stay tubes and shall be subjected to a spot radiographic examination, 
otherwise it shall be subjected to full radiographic examination.” 
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3. In regulation 547 of the said regulations, for sub-regulation (b) the 
following sub-regulation shah be substituted, namely: — 

"(b) Hemispherical fireboxes— Hemispherical fireboxes shall be pressed to 
form by machine in progressive stages without thinning and shall be 
annealed on completion.
